Stretching The

Measure sugar and prepared mix- 
ture, solidly packed, into large 
kettle. Mix well, bring to a boil, 
and boll gently 6 minutes. Stir 
consiantly before and while boiling.

COMMON COLD 
BUG MYSTERY: 
TO PHYSICIAN 


“The economic and medical im- 
portance of common colds 1s not 
due to their severity nor duration, 
but to their frequent recurrence, 
and the train of secondary infec- 
tion set up,’ says Dr. Edwin H. 
Place, physician-in-charge of the 
contagious department of the Bos- 
ton City Hospital in the ninth of a 
serlee of articies issued by the 
health division of the Massachusetts 
Committee on Public Safety. 

“The recognition, or diagnosis, 
of a cold, contrary to common 
belief, is very difficult. A great 
variety of different causes may 
produce the symptoms of a cold," 
Dr. Place said today. Some wm- 
fections iike measies, whooping 
cough, even typhoid, or typhus, 
‘or cpidemic meningitis may 
start with respiratory symtoms 
like a cold. 


“Irritant gases or dusts or, for 
certain allergic persons, a great va- 
riety of inhalants may produce what 
is thought to ve a cold. 

“The disease we intend to discuss 
under this name is caused py a fil- 
terable virus whicn is found in the 


nose and throat secretions in the} 


early days of the disease. The phy- 
siclans cannot distinguish the mild 
attacks of influenzai infection from 
the common cold other than py s=x- 
perimental study The ordinary vac- 
terla In the throat and nose do rot 
‘cause the cold’ put in many cases, it 
present, or brought to the mucous 
membranes during a cold, these 
germs may cause complications—as 
ear infection, sinusitis, iobar or 
broncho-pneumonia—or may pro- 
long the course and change its char- 
acter. 
Cough Contagion 
“The contagiousness of colds 
is very great, partly due to 
coughing and sneezing which 
throw the virus into the air in 
great amounts. Germ laden - 
droplets do not settle out in a 
few feet around the patient nor 
in a few seconds as formerly be- 
lieved, but if small enough, they 
evaporate and float aboot as 
droplet-nuclei for hours. Great as 
the contagiousness is, this state 
doesn't last more than three to 
four days so far as known, and 
the later stages of colds are 
probably not contagious. 


“Immunity to cold, resulting from 
an attack, 1s relatively short; tess 
than three months. Because of the 
variety of possible causes difficult 
co isolate this immunity is difficult 
to study except under strict experi- 
menta: conditions, out it is fairiy 
vertain that reoseated attacks are 
he cure and not the excertion as 
in many respiratory infections,’ rhe 
doctor says 

“There 1s general belief that ro- 
pust good neaita, outdoor living and 
work, a good well palanced diet, 
zood red piood, and good circulation 
are a protection against the common 
roid, While these are all higniy rec- 
ommended, the avoidance of colds 18 
more ikely to oe trom jessened con- 
sact with the infection than from 
zood. genuine neaith. In fact, the 
dest way to avoid a cold is to avoid 
she vicinity of people who may have 
a cold. 

“The importance of predisposing 
factors such as chilling, and wet feet 
are controversial subjects. My opin- 
ion igs that the excessive toss of 
oody heat for tong periods, i.e. more 
vhan five to ten miunutes, so that 
a sense of chilliness occurs, increas- 
es the susceptibility to the common 


cold. 
No Proof 

“No local application nor internal 
drug has yet peen proved a pre- 
ventive of colds. In fact, the proof 
or disproof of such action requires 
such a critical. unbiased study of 
such a large numoer of persons for 
so long a time that it is both dif- 
ficult and expensive. j 

“In the treatment of colds with- 
out much doubt the most usetul and 
important treatment is to go to bed 
until well. A free-fluid diet with 
vlenty of fruit juices, a fairly unt- 
form temperature and humidity are 
pest. There is no adeauate evidence 
that the duration of a cold is in- 
fluenced by drugs. Some colds last 
a day or two and some for days or 
a week, while some may pe qontin- 
ued by secondary infection inio 
weeks or months. These secondary 
infections can be prevented or cut 
short, or often cured, but thé prim- 
ary short cold apparently cannot.”

Small pieces of 
doughnut are hearty, and a great 
treat. Chunks of suet tied to 


branches will help put fat under 
feathers to withstand the cold.
